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A  shock  report 

This  week  the  Consumer's  Association  magazine 
Which?  reports  on  the  quality  of  retail  pharmacists' 
advice  (see  p  313).  Inevitably  there  will  be  cries  of 
"foul"  from  those  who  believe  that  professions  are 
untouchable,  but  that  criticism  is  unjustified  in  today's 
society  provided  that  the  outsiders'  examination  of 
professional  practices  and  service  is  both  fair  and 
informed.  It  is,  however,  a  sad  reflection  on  the  retail 
pharmacists'  "image"  that  the  Consumers  Association 
should  have  felt  his  advice  warranted  investigation 
and  the  expenditure  of  valuable  time  and  money. 

Unfortunately,  the  results  of  the  survey  appear  to 
justify  some  of  the  Association's  obvious  doubts — 
assuming  that  the  questions  were  asked  in  the  clear- 
cut  manner  suggested  in  the  Which  ?  report.  It  comes 
as  something  of  a  shock  to  find  that  consultations  for 
serious  conditions  — a  headache  for  a  week,  diarrhoea 
for  three  days,  painful  cough  and  sore  throat  for  a 
week,  indigestion  that  "doubles  her  up"  and  lasting 
a  month —  resulted  in  advice  to  see  a  doctor  in  under 
50  per  cent  of  cases. 

Again,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  satisfactory 
answer  to  the  fact  that  in  a  quarter  of  the  visits  the 
pharmacist  could  not  be  seen  on  request  "most  often 
because  the  assistants  said  their  advice  would  be  the 
same  or  they  were  not  available  or  busy" — the  italics 
are  by  Which?.  But  did  the  "customers"  indicate  they 
would  wait  until  it  was  convenient  to  be  seen,  and 
would  a  similar  request  for  attention  have  brought 
forth  an  immediate  response  from  a  better  percentage 
in  for  example,  a  doctor's  surgery? 

There  may  also  be  mitigation  for  some  of  the  other 
actions  criticised  by  Which?.  For  example,  the  three 
per  cent  of  pharmacists  who  "couldn't"  sell  kaolin 
and  morphine  mixture  more  likely  "wouldn't" — 
perhaps  they  have  been  faced  with  the  pitiful  addicts 
to  this  preparation  (who  probably  started  with  a 
"diarrhoea  treatment")  and  prefer  to  prescribe  alterna- 
tive medicines. 

But  these  are  minor  criticisms  compared  with  the 
overall  findings;  the  profession  must  hope  that  CA 
have  their  statistical  sums  wrong  and  that  the  sample 
was  so  badly  weighted  that  it  sorted  out  all  the  goats 
from  the  sheep.  Certainly  there  is  one  outstanding 
error  which  calls  into  question  the  researcher's  compre- 
hension of  the  subject — the  claim  that  on  average 
pharmacists  "in  theory"  earn  about  £4,000  a  year 
from  NHS  work  and  that  they  make  just  under  half 
their  money  from  NHS.  To  the  readers  of  Which  ?  the 
£8,000-a-year  pharmacist  must  seem  well  rewarded 
indeed  for  the  quality  of  advice  he  is  offering. 

The  Which?  conclusions  can  nevertheless  be  seen 
as  constructive,  with  advice  to  patients  on  how  to  put 
their  problem  to  the  pharmacist  and  recognition  that 
someone  who  knows  their  local  pharmacist  "may  get 
better  advice  than  we  did  as  strangers".  But  even  the 
well-run  pharmacy  needs  to  subject  its  service  to 
self-criticism  occasionally — as  does  any  business — and 
it  may  be  enlightening  for  pharmacists  to  discover 
what  their  own  staff's  reactions  to  the  CA  investigators' 
questions  would  have  been.

'Anger  and  concern'  at 
VAT  meetings  say  NPU 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  re- 
ported this  week  that  nearly  2,000  people 
have  so  far  attended  the  series  of  VAT 
meetings  being  addressed  by  Mr  T.  P. 
Astill  (deputy  secretary  NPU)  and  Mr 
E.  J.  Downing  (assistant  secretary). 

The  mood  at  the  meetings  has  been 
uniformly  one  of  anger  and  concern  about 
the  impossibility  of  working  the  new 
schemes,  particularly  if  faced  with  a 
multi-rate  situation.  VAT  leaflet  No. 
5/75VMC  describing  the  new  arrange- 
ments for  retail  pharmacists  (last  week 
p  277)  has  been  received  with  disbelief 
that  such  complex  accounting  procedures 
could  be  seriously  put  forward  as  a 
workable  proposition. 

The  following  resolution  has  been 
passed  with  unanimous  support  at  all 
NPU  meetings:  "That  this  meeting  views 
with  grave  foreboding  the  prospect  of  the 
introduction  of  more  rates  of  value  added 
tax  and  calls  upon  H.M.G.  not  to  follow 
a  course  which  would  result  in  increased 
costs,  higher  retail  prices,  hours  of  addi- 
tional unpaid  work  for  retail  pharmacists, 
the  closure  of  more  pharmacies  and  con- 
sequent loss  and  inconvenience  to  the 
public." 

The  NPU  hopes  that  every  member 
will  play  his  part  in  collecting  protest  sig- 
natures, as  many  tens  of  thousands  will 
be  needed  to  create  maximum  impact  on 
Whitehall.  The  deadline  for  the  receipt 
of  completed  petition  forms  is  March  10. 

Protest  action  to  stop 
for  'about  a  month' 

Wiltshire  pharmacists  are  to  call  off 
their  protest  action  for  about  a  month 
to  give  the  Department  of  Health  an 
opportunity  to  meet  the  Central  NHS 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee. 

Mr  Gordon  Hill,  secretary,  Wiltshire 
Area  Chemist  Contractors  Committee, 
told  C&D  that  contractors  met  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Department  on  Sunday 
and  decided,  by  a  small  majority,  to 
stop  refusing  to  fill  in  those  prescription 


forms  which  were  exempt  from  charges 
{C&D,  January  18,  p  53).  The  action  was 
conditional  on  all  those  prescriptions 
endorsed  with  a  red  'E'  being  paid  for. 

(View  approach  on 
'protection'  plan 

Long  Eaton  chemists  are  to  make  a 
fresh  approach  to  Derbyshire  police  re- 
questing protection  when  dispensing 
emergency  prescriptions  out  of  hours. 

Mr  Jack  Britton  wrote  to  the  Derby- 
shire Chief  Constable  last  year  on  be- 
half of  Long  Eaton  chemists  with  a  plan 
for  such  protection.  The  plan  would  have 
involved  the  patient  requiring  the  urgent 
prescription  to  go  to  their  nearest  police 
station,  who  would  then  contact  a  phar- 
macist. A  policeman  would  accompany 
the  pharmacist  to  his  shop  and  take  the 
medicine  back  to  police  station  for 
collection. 

A  spokesman  for  Derbyshire  police  told 
C&D  that  the  scheme  had  been  turned 
down  because  of  shortage  of  manpower 
and  the  situation  had  not  changed. 

EEC  referendum:  warning 
to  employers 

Employers  and  trade  unions  were  warned 
last  week  about  trying  to  influence  wor- 
kers votes  on  the  EEC  referendum. 

The  Government's  White  Paper. 
"Referendum  on  UK  membership  of  the 
European  Community"  (HM  Stationery 
Office,  Command  5925,  £0-20)  sets  out 
the  proposed  method  of  running  the 
EEC  referendum.  One  paragraph  states; 
"Employers  may  seek  to  influence  the 
views  of  their  employees  and  trade  unions 
the  views  of  their  members  by  warning 
them  in  their  place  of  work  of  the 
dangers  to  their  jobs  of  one  outcome  or 


another  of  the  referendum.  The  Govern- 
ment do  not  believe  that  the  control  of 
such  activities  by  employers  or  trade 
unions  is  an  appropriate  subject  for 
legislation  but  hope  that  none  of  thoss 
concerned  will  engage  in  campaigning 
activities  that  might  be  damaging  to 
industrial  relations." 

Doctor  dispensing 
no  'crock  of  gold' 

Dispensing  was  no  "crock  of  gold",  Di 
M.  A.  Wilson,  chairman,  rural  practices 
subcommittee,  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, said  recently.

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Pharmacists'  advice:  Which? 
says  'take  with  caution' 


"About  one  pharmacy  in  five  that  we 
visited  to  get  advice  about  a  potentially 
serious  illness  failed  to  give  any  advice, 
or  sold  us  unhelpful  or  inappropriate 
medicine.  And  only  about  half  mentioned 
seeing  a  doctor  —  the  most  sensible 
advice  in  the  circumstances.  For  a  minor 
illness  we  were  sold  unhelpful  medicine 
about  one  visit  in  10." 

That  is  the  first  conclusion  from  a 
Consumers'  Association  survey  on  the 
service  given  by  retail  pharmacists  pub- 
lished in  the  March  issue  of  Which? 
Researchers  were  sent  into  183  phar- 
macies all  over  Britain,  including  Boots, 
Westons  and  independents,  and  covering 
small  towns  with  only  one  pharmacy  as 
well  as  large  towns  and  cities. 

The  investigators  managed  to  ask  for 
advice  about  long-standing  "serious" 
symptoms  in  174  pharmacies.  Symptoms 
presented,  on  behalf  of  a  third  party, 
were: 

□  "keeps  getting  the  most  dreadful 
headaches  .  .  .  hardly  let  up  for  a  week 
now  .  .  .  just  doesn't  know  what  to  do." 

□  "got  diarrhoea  .  .  .  it's  terrible  .  .  . 
hardly  dared  move  out  of  reach  of  the 
loo  for  three  days  now." 

□  "got  a  very  sore  throat  .  .  .  been 
really  painful  for  a  week  now  .  .  .  coughs 
as  well  and  that  hurts  too." 

□  "keeps  getting  indigestion  .  .  .  really 
doubles  her  up  .  .  .  must  have  been 
going  on  for  about  a  month  now  .  .  . 
seems  to  come  on  after  meals  particu- 
larly." 

No  advice — just  medicine 

In  only  just  under  half  the  cases  were 
the  customers  advised  to  see  a  doctor, 
and  even  then  most  were  sold  medicine 
and  told  to  see  a  doctor  within  a  day 
or  so  if  there  was  no  improvement.  But 
in  one  visit  in  five  no  questions  were 
asked  or  advice  given  —  the  investigator 
was  merely  sold  medicine.  The  four  sets 
of  symptoms  brought  forth  79  different 
medicines  which  were  later  examined  by 
a  panel  of  pharmacists,  pharmacologists 
and  GP's.  About  80  per  cent  were  re- 
garded as  "reasonable  in  the  circum- 
stances" and  the  rest  either  ineffective  or 
inappropriate.  A  nasal  spray  was  sold  to 
cure  the  headache,  and  a  pain-killing 
medicine  which  should  have  been  on 
prescription  was  also  sold. 

On  15  occasions  unidentifiable  medi- 
cines, usually  made  up  by  the  pharma- 
cist, were  sold  and  Which?  suggests  that 
for  information  and  safety  all  medicines 
should  be  compelled  to  state  their 
I  contents. 

|    In  the  above  cases   the  investigators 
Jsaw  an  assistant  first  in  six  out  of  seven 
times  but  always  asked  to  speak  to  the 
pharmacist.  "This  was  not  possible  about 
one  visit   in  four,   most  often  because 


the  assistant  said  their  advice  would  be 
the  same,  or  they  were  not  available  or 
busy." 

ihe  investigators  asked  about  minor 
symptoms  of  short  duration  —  mild 
headache,  sore  throat,  constipation,  in- 
digestion —  in  177  pharmacies  and  made 
no  special  attempt  to  speak  to  the  phar- 
macist personally.  Again  most  of  the  70 
medicines  sold  were  considered  reason- 
able but  one  in  ten  were  judged  in- 
effective. In  the  case  of  both  serious 
and  minor  symptoms,  the  panel  criticised 
sales  of  more  than  50  tablets  at  a  time. 
Which?  is  disappointed  that  none  of  the 
44  pharmacies  where  slight  constipation 
was  given  as  the  symptom  suggested  that 
there  was  no  need  to  take  anything  at  all. 

The  investigators  also  tried  to  buy 
standard,  as  opposed  to  proprietary,  pro- 
ducts by  name  but  with  "varying 
success".  Aspirin  was  always  sold  un- 
branded  but  the  investigators  found  it 
more  difficult  to  buy  fewer  than  100 
tablets  except  under  a  brand  name. 
Soluble  aspirin  tablets  BP  were  sold  as 
such  seven  times  out  of  ten  but  in  ten 
cases  only  Disprin  could  be  offered,  and 
on  four  other  occasions  Soluble  Aspro  or 
Disprin   were  sold   without  explanation. 

Only  one  time  in  four  were  standard 
preparations,  or  cheap  mixtures  based  on 
them,  sold  for  cough.  On  14  occasions 
branded  medicines  containing  several 
drugs  which  "might  have  unnecessary 
side  effects"  were  sold  despite  the  fact 
that,  if  asked,  the  investigator  described 
the  cough  as  fairly  mild. 

Elaborating  on  the  difference  between 
assistants  and  pharmacists,  Which?  re- 
ports that  only  a  third  of  the  assistants 
mentioned  seeing  a  doctor  compared  with 
half  the  pharmacists.  "No  assistant 
advised  seeing  a  doctor  immediately  and 
sold  us  nothing  whereas  15  per  cent  of 
the  pharmacists  did.  When  it  came  to 
the  medicines  we  bought,  assistants 
seemed  no  more  likely  than  pharmacists 
to  sell  us  ineffective  or  inappropriate 
medicines  or  badly  labelled  ones."  On 
nine  occasions  when  the  pharmacist  could 
not  be  seen  about  serious  symptoms, 
assistants  said  they  were  not  there  at  ail. 

Independents  more  accessible 

Overall,  Which?  finds  there  is  little 
difference  between  Boots  branches,  other 
multiples  or  independents.  But  they 
were  able  to  see  the  pharmacist  a  little 
more  often  in  the  latter  and  were  also 
given  advice  more  often  by  indepen- 
dents. The  independent  had  available 
smaller  quantities  of  aspirin  and  soluble 
aspirin  more  often,  but  it  was  more  likely 
that  the  investigator  would  have  to  buy 
a  branded  medicine  than  in  company 
pharmacies. 

In  conclusion,  Which?  says:  "Because

of  this  it  seems  that  there  would  have 
to  be  an  improvement  in  the  service  some 
pharmacists  give  before  you  could  be 
confident  about  using  them  to  take 
pressure  off  your  GP.  .  .  .  Meanwhile,  it 
is  likely  that,  overall,  they'll  give  you 
more  sensible  advice  than  you  could 
get  in  any  other  way  except  by  going  to 
a  doctor.  And  if  you  know  your  local 
pharmacist  you  may  get  better  advice 
than  we  did  as  strangers.  So  we  think 
that  if  you  want  advice  but  are  not  sure 
you  need  to  see  a  doctor,  it's  worth 
asking  your  pharmacist." 

To  improve  the  quality  of  advice 
obtained,  Which?  suggests  patients  should 
sort  out  beforehand  the  advice  re- 
quired and  the  symptoms  so  that  these 
can  be  put  clearly  and  explicitly.  They 
should  insist  on  seeing  the  pharmacist 
—  "if  not  there,  unavailable  or  very 
busy,  go  back  later  or  try  another 
pharmacist". 

Patients  are  also  told  to  ask  for  some- 
thing cheaper  if  offered  medicine  costing 
more  than  about  40p  and  whether  there 
is  an  alternative  standard  preparation  if 
offered  a  branded  medicine. 

Society's  reply 

A  spokesman  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  said  the  report  was  "fair,  mildly 
critical,  but  mainly  complimentary".  In 
half  the  cases  patients  were  told  to  see 
their  doctor  and  the  one  in  five  not  ques- 
tioned further  (they  had  probably  made 
themselves  clear  in  the  first  place)  might 
have  been  more  reassuring  to  the  public 
if  expressed  as  "four  out  of  five  were 
questioned  further".  On  the  number  of 
different  medicines  prescribed  —  70  for 
the  four  minor  symptoms  —  the  spokes- 
man pointed  out  that  in  a  survey  last 
year,  463  doctors  were  asked  to  pre- 
scribe for  five  common  illnesses  and 
had  come  up  with  145  remedies.  The 
pharmacist  was  being  asked  to  prescribe 
for  third  parties  yet  about  80  per  cent  of 
the  medicines  sold  for  serious  symptoms 
were  considered  satisfactory. 
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New  contract 

'anomalies' 

attacked 

The  proposed  new  NHS  contract  was 
criticised  recently  by  Dr  D.  H.  Maddock, 
Council  member.  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  Executive  Committee  member, 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union. 

Giving  his  own  views  on  the  proposals 
at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Society's 
West  Kent  Branch  last  month,  Dr 
Maddock  said  that  when  he  first  heard 
the  new  contract  was  being  discussed 
by  the  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee,  "one  looked  for- 
ward to  some  new  revolutionary  think- 
ing". However,  detailed  examination  of 
the  proposals  "made  one  wonder  precisely 
what  objectives  they  set  out  to  attain". 

The  basic  practice  allowance  was  stated 
to  reduce  the  risk  of  loss  due  to  factors 
outside  the  contractors'  control.  Dr 
Maddock  said  that  the  tables  in  the 
document  "illustrate,  in  the  two  cases 
that  I  have  suffered  as  a  consequence  of 
the  movement  of  doctors  and  in  the 
other  case  where  I  have  been  leap- 
frogged, that  it  would  appear  that  my 
practice  allowance  would  have  been  re- 
duced by  some  £1,000  to  match  my  lost 
prescriptions".  The  proposal  "would  seem 
to  be  an  umbrella  for  a  sunny  day  that 
was  obviously  of  little  value  in  the  rain". 

The  previous  allowance  was  to  reflect 


the  true  premises  expenses  for  each  con- 
tractor. At  the  moment,  by  using  the 
national  average  of  dispensing  costs,  the 
allowances  for  smaller  pharmacies  were 
uplifted  at  the  expense  of  their  larger, 
expensively  sited  colleagues.  Therefore, 
"smaller  pharmacies,  in  receiving  a  true 
reimbursement,   would   be  worse  off". 

Aside  from  the  anomalies,  Dr  Maddock 
said  his  first  reaction  was  that  the  Con- 
tractors Committee  were  "going  to  force 
a  showdown"  with  the  Department  of 
Health  to  increase  the  global  sum  avail- 
able for  payment".  Unfortunately  my 
elation  was  short  lived.  ...  It  was  not 
the  intention  to  ask  for  further  monies 
to  pay  for  this  scheme,  but  simply  to 
cut  the  existing  global  cake  into  different 
sized  portions.  For  example,  tables  were 
provided  showing  that  the  professional 
fee  would  be  reduced  from  £0-21  to  £010 
—  an  incredible  suggestion  perpetuated 
on  an  apparent  concern  for  small 
pharmacies". 

Dr  Maddock  later  added  that  it  was 
"evident"  that  little  research  had  been 
carried  out,  and  pharmacists  were 
"ignorant"  of  the  true  circumstances 
under  which  their  colleagues  practised. 
"Positive  action  to  force  the  Department 
to  increase  our  professional  fees  would 
be  more  beneficial  to  all  our  members, 
rather  than  playing  about  with  the 
merits  of  the  relative  portions  one  should 
cut  from  an  existing  cake." 

Nationalisation  threat 
'has  receded' 

The  threat  of  nationalisation  in  phar- 
macy had  receded  but  was  "still  lurking 
in  the  background",  Mr  A.  G.  M. 
Madge,  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council,  told  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Salaried  Pharmacists  Union 
recently.  He  suggested  that  the  patterns 
of  nationalisation  in  Communist  countries 


and  in  Sweden  must  have  some  effect  on 
thought  in  Britain,  and  the  proposed 
new  NHS  contract,  by  recognising 
"essential"  pharmacies,  provided  a  first 
move  towards  others  eventually  being 
regarded  as  "non-essential"  and  a  limita- 
tion on  entry  to  the  contract. 

Over  3,000  pharmacies  had  closed  and 
it  was  no  wonder  there  was  a  public  out- 
cry for  re-opening  new  pharmacies  in 
new  areas.  The  government  could  not  be 
insensitive  to  the  demand,  but  could  it 
be  met  by  health  centres  attached  to 
health  centres,  Mr  Madge  asked? 

He  considered  there  would  always  be  a 
place  in  Britain  for  pharmacy  with  a 
"private"  sector,  but  there  would  be  more 
development  on  the  State  side;  although 
the  present  financial  condition  of  the 
NHS  prevented  further  "experiments" 
and  developments  for  some  time, 
"realities"  had  to  be  faced  eventually. 
The  State  in  its  present  financial  situa- 
tion "could  not  carry  a  working  worth- 
while   comprehensive   health  service". 

Surrey  chemists 
in  liquidation 

The  difficulties  of  a  chemists  company 
were  made  worse  by  the  long  time  it 
took  to  get  in  money  for  National 
Health  dispensing  work,  creditors  were 
told  at  a  meeting  in  London  last  month. 

Read  &  Roby  Ltd,  until  last  year 
trading  as  chemists  from  9b  High  Street, 
Bramley,  Surrey,  were  said  to  have  debts 
of  £520  due  to  preferential  creditors  and 
£28,568  to  unsecured  creditors. 

A  meeting  of  creditors  were  told  that 
assets  comprised  £700  due  for  National 
Health  work,  £250  VAT  refund,  £100 
shop  fittings  and  there  was  also  a  doubt- 
ful book  debt  of  £750.  The  lease  of  the 
company's  shop  had  been  forfeited  be- 
cause of  non-payment  of  rent. 

Moving  from  12  High  Street  to  newer, 
more  attractive  premises  at  9b  in  1972, 
the  turnover  increased  but  not  enough  to 
cover  all  the  extra  overheads.  The  com- 
pany become  short  of  funds  and  it 
suffered  from  competition  from  larger 
firms  which  were  able  to  sell  goods  at 
cut  prices. 

No  resolution  was  passed  at  the 
meeting  and  the  matter  was  left  with 
the  Official  Receiver  as  liquidator. 

Government  Pensions  Bill 

Details  of  the  Government's  latest  pro- 
posals for  earnings  related  pensions  that 
will  be  inflation  proof  were  given  in  the 
Social  Security  Pensions  Bill  published 
last  week.  (HM  Stationery  Office  £0-58). 

The  existing  flat-rate  scheme  is  to  be 
replaced  by  a  system  of  earnings  related 
pensions  made  up  of  a  basic  component 
of  £1  for  every  £1  of  weekly  earnings 
up  to  a  base  level  and  an  additional 
component  which  adds  25p  for  every 
£1  above  the  base  to  a  ceiling  fixed  at 
seven  times  the  base. 

The  proposed  contribution  is  161  per 
cent  of  earnings  (compared  to  14|  per 
cent  from  April)  but  the  Bill  says  that  a 
final  decision  will  be  taken  nearer  the 
starting  date. 

Employers  can  contract  some  or  all 
of  their  employees  out  of  the  additional 
part  of  the  State  pension  by  substituting 
an  occupational  scheme.

With  already  a  "remarkable  response" 
by  the  trade,  Mr  Thomas  is  "more  than 
confident  that  this  year,  backed  by  our 
biggest-ever  advertising  campaign,  Piz 
Buin  will  achieve  a  dramatic  sales  break-

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Alternatives 

The  fresh  approach  of  Independent  Chemists  Marketing  Ltd,  consisting 
mainly  in  the  use  of  a  new  symbol  to  replace  one  which,  in  retrospect, 
must  seem  to  have  been  ill-judged,  coincides  with  yet  another  fresh 
approach  by  a  large  wholesale  distributive  organisation  to  capture  a 
large  share  of  the  market.  All  of  those  soliciting  our  support  are  making 
much  of  the  need  for  our  "independence",  and  from  your  report  of  the  new 
campaign  of  ICML,  advertising  is,  in  the  early  stages  at  least,  to  emphasise 
"independent  chemist." 

It  may  be  inseparable  from  such  a  scheme  as  is  envisaged  for  it  to  be 
necessary  for  retail  members  "to  avoid  the  fragmentation  of  their  combined 
strength  by  concentrating  their  buying  and  promotional  activity  through 
their  group  wholesaler."  Thus  ICML.  What  of  Vestric  ?  They  are  offering 
their  "carrot"  at  a  cost  not  expected  to  exceed  £1  a  week.  Mr  C.  D.  Bell, 
customer  services  manager  in  charge  of  the  department,  said  that  the  new 
scheme  "aims  first  to  help  the  independent  retailer  create  an  image  of 
retailing  professionalism."  But,  says  Mr  Bell,  the  system  requires  a  close 
degree  of  retailer  co-operation  and  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  benefits  of 
the  scheme,  the  retailer  would  need  to  accept  Mr  Bell's  company  as  his 
principal  wholesaler  "to  facilitate  the  production  on  his  behalf  of  meaning- 
ful control  information." 

There  seems  to  be  more  than  an  element  of  dependence  in  each  of  the 
schemes,  if  those  who  take  part  have  to  avoid  fragmentation  of  their 
combined  strength  by  concentrating  their  buying  and  promotional 
activity  through  their  group  wholesaler,  or  to  accept  a  company  as  principal 
wholesaler  to  facilitate  the  production  of  meaningful  information.  It  will 
be  for  the  retailer  to  decide  which  scheme — and  these  are  not  the  only 
ones — suits  him  best,  or  if  he  feels  that  he  values  his  independence  as 
being  beyond  what  is  involved  in  the  offers. 

What  it  means 

Now  let  us  examine  the  offers  themselves.  Vestric  are  offering  hair  lacquer, 
first-aid  dressings,  baby  shampoo,  depilatory,  antiperspirant,  hairspray, 
razor  blades  and  tissues.  Unichem,  also  bidding,  offer  toothpaste,  first-aid 
dressings,  antiperspirant,  deodorant,  hairspray,  baby  lotion,  shampoo  and 
razor  blades.  ICML  promote  hairspray,  deodorant,  hair  colour  restorers, 
toothpaste,  first-aid  dressings,  shampoo  and  conditioner,  baby  shampoo 
and  another  hairspray.  And  the  last-named  company  is  to  have  issued 
£90,000  of  coupons  to  back  the  promotion's  impact.  Meantime,  two  doors 
away,  the  grocery  supermarket  is  offering  cut-price  hairsprays,  shampoos 
conditioners,  antiperspirants,  razor  blades,  tothpastes,  first-aid  dressing, 
and  hair-lacquers.  And  that,  in  the  words  of  a  song  which  was  popular 
a  few  years  ago,  is  whats  it's  all  about. 

Voices 

In  announcing  the  new  programme  for  ICML,  Mr  D.  Royce,  chairman  of  the 
company,  said,  in  regard  to  what  he  referred  to  as  the  "so-called" 
consultation  of  branch  opinion  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  that  he 
feared  there  was,  within  the  Society,  "a  vociferous  minority  of  pharmacists 
not  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy  who  sought  to  impose  their  restrictive  will 
upon  the  majority  of  their  colleagues  who  were  obliged  to  seek  a  reason- 
able living  in  retail  practice."  It  might,  with  equal  justification,  be  said 
that  it  was  feared  that  there  was  a  minority  of  pharmacists  engaged  in 
retail  pharmacy  who  sought  to  impose  their  particular  outlook  on  the 
membership  as  a  whole.  The  future  of  pharmacy  lies  in  the  hands  of  the 
membership.  I  am  bound  to  say  I  find  some  of  the  signs  disquieting.

A  series  of  eight  lectures  on  the  physio- 
logical basis  of  pharmacology  for  general 
practice  and  hospital  pharmacists  was 
announced  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland's  February  Council 
meeting.  The  lectures,  to  be  held  on  Wed- 
nesday evenings  at  the  Medical  Biology 
Centre,  are  as  follows: — 

March  12:  The  physiology  of  the  cardio- 
vascular system  (Dr  J.  G.  Swanston); 
March  19:  Drugs  acting  upon  the  cardio- 
vascular system  (Dr  Swanston);  April  2: 
The  physiology  of  the  gastro-intestinal 
tract  (Professor  P.  F.  D'Arcy);  April  9: 
Drugs  acting  on  the  gastro-intestinal  tract 
(Professor  D'Arcy);  April  16:  The  physio- 
logy of  the  respiratory  system  (Dr  Swan- 
ston); April  23 :  Drugs  acting  upon  the 
respiratory  system  (Dr  Swanston);  April 
30:  The  physiology  of  the  reproductive 
system  (Professor  D'Arcy);  and  May  7 : 
Drugs,  reproduction  and  fertility  (Pro- 
fessor D'Arcy). 

The  first  of  each  pair  of  lectures  is  to 
generally  review  the  physiology  of  the 
system,  and  the  second  to  discuss  the 
drugs  which  have  a  primary  site  of  action 
upon  that  system.  Aspects  of  therapeutic 
use,  contra-indications,  side  effects  and 
interactions  will  also  be  covered.  Each 
lecture  will  be  followed  by  discussion. 
The  course  is  open  to  pharmacists  provi- 
ding general  practice  service,  either  as  a 
principal  or  an  employee,  and  to  pharma- 
cists employed  in  the  hospital  service. 

Department's  help 

Professor  D'Arcy  said  it  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Health  to  assist 
in  the  provision  of  weekend  and  other 
short  intensive  courses  and  pharmacists' 
views  were  being  sought.  The  Department 
of  pharmacy  at  the  Queen's  University 
intended  to  provide  courses  on  "The  for- 
mulation, sterilisation  and  presentation  of 
eye  drops  and  other  preparations  intended 
for  use  in  the  treatment  of  eyes."  Practi- 
cal sessions  would  be  included.  Residential 
accommodation  could  be  made  available 
for  pharmacists  attending  weekend 
courses.  Professor  D'Arcy  said  he  would 
be  giving  a  talk  to  medical  practitioners  on 
March  10  at  the  Mid-Ulster  Hospital, 
Magherafelt,  on  "Drug  action  and  inter- 
action." Pharmacists  in  the  area  were 
being  invited  but  any  others  who  might 
wish  to  attend  would  be  welcome. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  a 
meeting  had  been  arranged  for  April  9 
for  a  talk  on  multi-rated  VAT  and  Pro- 
fessor D'Arcy  said  he  would  endeavour  to 
re-arrange  the  programme  accordingly. 

The  president,  Mrs  C.  B.  A.  Watson, 
welcomed  Mr  G.  M.  Armstrong  who  was 
attending  his  first  meeting  as  a  member 
of  Council.  She  said  he  was  one  of  the 
more  active  members  and  had  served  on 


the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  of  which  he  had 
also  been  president.  He  had  the  interest 
of  pharmacy  very  much  at  heart  and 
would,  no  doubt,  make  a  valuable  contri- 
bution to  the  Council  discussions. 

Mrs  Watson  congratulated  Mrs  C. 
O'Rourke  on  being  awarded  her  BA 
degree  by  the  Open  University.  In  view 
of  Mrs  O'Rourke's  many  commitments  in 
pharmacy  it  was  an  achievement  made 
possible  only  by  hard  work. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Northern 
Ireland  Branch  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  regarding  a  proposal,  made 
on  a  television  programme,  that  nurses 
should  be  authorised  to  write  certain 
repeat  prescriptions.  The  letter  stated 
that  the  view  expressed  was  a  personal 
one,  and  the  matter  had  been  discussed 
among  general  practitioners  at  informal 
level  without  a  policy  decision  being 
taken. 

The  application  of  Mr  N.  Appleton  for 
the  restoration  of  his  name  to  the  register 
of  pharmaceutical  chemists  was  granted. 
Reports  from  the  Finance  and  Education 
Committees  were  adopted. 

A  report  was  received  of  inquiries  made 
about  possible  management  courses  for 
students  during  the  period  of  their  prac- 
tical training.  Professor  D'Arcy  said  he 
did  not  think  it  would  be  reasonable  to 
ask  a  student  to  travel  from,  say,  Bally- 
mena  to  Belfast  on  two  evenings  a  week 
after  a  full  day's  work.  It  was  agreed  that 
when  details  of  the  possible  courses  be- 
came available  the  matter  should  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Education  Committee. 

Mrs  Watson  said  she  had  been  pleased 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Lurgan,  Port- 
down  and  Armagh  District  Branch  of  the 
Society  held  in  Lurgan  recently  and  spon- 
sored by  Roche  Products  Ltd.  Mr  N.  D. 
Hall,  the  company's  regional  manager  in 
Northern  Ireland,  had  spoken  on  "Recent 
developments  in  the  treatment  of  Parkin- 
son's Disease"  following  a  short  film  on 
the  subject.  There  was  a  good  attendance 
of  members,  who  enjoyed  the  evening. 


Contact  lens  solutions: 
makers  agree  to  inspection

lens  solution  was  proposed  by  the  De- 
partment of  Health  and  agreed  by  all  the

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First  Medicines  Act  case: 
manufacturer  in  court 


Difficulties  in  following  the  wording  of 
the  Medicines  Act,  1968,  were  referred 
to  by  defending  counsel  when  the  first 
prosecution  under  the  Act  was  heard  at 
Wells  Street  magistrates  court,  West 
London,  on  February  28. 

Before  the  court  were  G.  O.  Wood- 
ward &  Co  Ltd,  London  SW15,  who 
faced  a  total  of  14  summonses.  Mr  H. 
Woolf,  prosecuting,  said  that  one  count 
was  an  alleged  "security"  offence  in 
contravention  of  a  specific  licence  re- 
quirement concerning  accessibility  of 
medicines  on  the  premises,  seven  were 
"manufacturing"  offences  and  six  "assem- 
bling" offences.  The  part  of  the  Act 
dealing  with  manufacture  had  come  into 
force  in  September  1971  and  Woodwards 
had  made  application  for  a  licence.  The 
company  had  been  exempted  from  licen- 
sing under  transitional  provisions  until 
February  1973,  but  between  February 
and  August  of  that  year  they  were  not 
licensed  to  manufacture  at  all.  Between 
August  and  December  they  had  been 
licensed  for  four  products  and  an  appli- 
cation for  renewal  automatically  con- 
tinued the  licence  to  April  1974.  The 
licence  operating  from  August  22  had 
not  been  signed  until  December  1973 
and  it  permitted  manufacture  of  hexa- 
mine,  dapsone,  aspirin  and  vitamin  B12 
tablets,  plus  any  others  agreed  by  the 
licensing  authority  —  but  none  had  been 
agreed.  It  also  permitted  certain  opera- 
tions of  assembly,  but  not  of  products 
already  manufactured  by  Woodwards  un- 
less the  batches  had  been  retested  and 
passed  by  the  person  responsible  for 
quality  control,  and  evidence  of  retest 
accepted  by  the  licensing  authority.  The 
prosecution  alleged  that  the  company 
had  carried  out  "assembly"  of  products 
already  manufactured  without  obtaining 
the  necessary  permission  and  thus  con- 
trary to  the  licence. 

Inspectors'  visit 

The  alleged  security  offence  arose  from 
a  visit  to  Woodward's  Putney  Bridge 
Road  premises  by  medicines  inspectors 
when  it  was  found  that  certain  poisons 
were  held  in  a  part  of  the  premises  to 
which  production  staff  had  access,  con- 
trary to  the  conditions  of  the  licence; 
the  alleged  manufacturing  offences  related 
to  products  for  which  the  company  did 
not  have  a  licence. 

Mr  A.  G.  Fishburn,  pharmaceutical 
director  of  the  medicines  inspectorate, 
was  called  to  give  evidence  that  the 
tablet  ^reparations  mentioned  in  the 
summonses  were  "medicines"  —  aspirin 
75mgm  orange  flavoured  and  coloured, 
ephedrine  hydrochloride,  chloroquine  and 
pyrimethamine,  Phenomet,  mepyramine 
maleate,  stomach  tablets,  sodium  PAS, 
Amylomet,  oestrone,  Hypertane  Forte  and 


prednisolone.  Questioned  by  defence 
counsel,  Mr  C.  J.  Sumner,  Mr  Fishburn 
said  the  ingredients  became  a  medicine 
when  put  into  a  form  suitable  for  ad- 
ministration. "Chemicals"  could  be  "in- 
gredients" of  a  medicine,  but  "medicines" 
would  not  be  regarded  as  "chemicals". 

Mr  J.  R.  Sharp,  a  principal  medicines 
inspector,  gave  evidence  of  a  visit  without 
appointment  to  the  factory  in  March 
1974.  He  had  been  accompanied  by  two 
other  inspectors  and  had  taken  a  sample 
from  a  container  labelled  "stomach  tab- 
lets, 75,000"  which  was  in  a  compression 
area.  He  had  also  entered  the  dispensary 
through  one  of  three  open  sliding  doors. 
No  one  was  in  the  dispensary  and  he 
rioted  on  the  shelves  containers  labelled 
as  holding  hexoestrol,  dry  extract  of 
hyoscyamus  BP,  butobarbitone  BP,  and 
phenylbutazone  BP.  On  a  shelf  marked 
"production  materials"  were  vials  labelled 
procaine  penicillin.  There  were  also  con- 
tainers labelled  phenobarbitone  sodium 
and  diphenhydramine  hydrochloride.  Mr 
Sharp  had  issued  a  caution  that  holding 
the  materials  in  this  way  might  constitute 
an  offence  and  had  taken  a  sample  of 
hexoestrol.  It  was  noticed  that  the  store 
was  still  unlocked  when  the  inspectors 
returned  from  lunch.  In  the  bulk  store 
they  had  found  mepyramine  maleate 
tablets  dated  January  23,  1974,  and  Mr 
Sharp  had  taken  possession  of  the  rele- 
vant production  documents. 

Correspondence  ceased 

Mr  Sharp  agreed  with  defending  coun- 
sel that  the  company  had  submitted  docu- 
ments in  relation  to  the  retesting  of  the 
assembled  products  but  without  the  files 
was  unable  to  confirm  counsel's  conten- 
tion that  from  June  1973  the  correspon- 
dence had  been  "one-sided."  Counsel 
also  suggested  that  a  decision  had  been 
taken  not  to  deal  with  further  paperwork 
from  the  company,  but  Mr  Sharp  said 
it  was  not  a  decision  of  the  inspectorate. 
Answering  further  questions,  Mr  Sharp 
suggested  that  either  the  dispensary  store 
should  have  been  locked  or  the  storeman 
should  have  been  in  attendance.  There 
was  no  obstruction  to  prevent  production 
staff  entering. 

Opening  the  defence,  Mr  Sumner 
questioned  the  fact  that  many  docu- 
ments produced  were  outside  the  time 
limits  of  the  summonses.  He  also  sug- 
gested that  each  separate  production  pro- 
cess might  constitute  a  manufacture  and 
thus  technically  more  than  one  offence 
would  have  been  committed  within  the 
time  limits,  making  some  of  the  sum- 
monses "void  for  duplicity".  Mr  Woolf 
said  the  prosecution  relied  on  one  offence, 
drawing  attention  to  the  definition  of 
"manufacture"  in  the  Act. 

Dr   R.   J.   Woodward,   the  company's 


managing  director,  said  that  it  had  not 
been  at  his  wish  that  the  correspondence 
with  the  Department  of  Health  on  re- 
testing  had  ended.  In  respect  of  Phenomet 
he  had  had  neither  approval  or  dis- 
approval except  for  a  "comment".  From 
Mr  Sharp's  favourable  report  on  an 
earlier  inspection  he  had  understood  that 
the  store  system  was  satisfactory  —  ex- 
perienced workers  would  not  touch 
potent  materials  unless  they  were  given 
out  by  the  storeman.  The  manufactured 
products  in  the  summonses  were  all  for 
export  except  Phenomet  and  Amylo- 
met —  these  two  emetine-containing 
barbiturates  could  be  life-saving  and  no 
other  company  would  manufacture  them 
in  the  small  quantities  involved.  Dr 
Woodward  admitted  to  prosecuting 
counsel  he  was  aware  that  manufacture 
might  constitute  an  offence  but  said  he 
had  "no  alternative".  He  also  told  counsel 
that  after  consultation  with  Mr  Sharp 
the  store  was  locked  if  unattended,  but 
that  previously  he  had  thought  locking 
necessary  mainly  to  prevent  theft  at 
weekends,  etc.  The  defence  also  called 
Mr  A.  R.  G.  Chamings  who  contended 
that  the  degree  of  staff  access  to  the  store 
was  consistent  with  normal  practice  in 
the  industry.  The  magistrate,  Mr  C. 
Besley,  ruled  that  the  court  was  not 
concerned  with  normal  practice  but  with 
specific  terms  laid  down  in  the  licence. 

Company  'misled' 

Returning  to  the  August  1973  licence, 
Mr  Sumner  said  that  Woodwards  might 
have  expected  it  to  be  in  the  same 
terms  as  a  letter  from  the  Department 
in  July  which  referred  to  specific  con- 
ditions for  products  for  export  only. 
When  the  licence  arrived  in  December 
"those  vital  words  were  missing"  Wood- 
wards had  been  encouraged  to  accept  the 
licence  but  had  been  misled;  Mr  Sumner 
said  the  Act  precluded  him  from  chal- 
lenging the  validity  of  the  licence  —  that 
had  to  be  done  to  the  High  Court  within 
three  months  of  notification.  However, 
he  questioned  whether  it  was  possible 
for  the  export  conditions  to  be  applied 
since  under  Section  48  (l)(a)  of  the  Act 
the  restrictions  of  earlier  sections  should 
be  read  "as  if  every  reference  to  export 
was  omitted"  until  the  Ministers  "appoin- 
ted a  day".  Mr  Sumner  contended  that 
as  a  criminal  offence  was  involved,  any 
doubts  in  the  wording  of  the  Act  must 
be   interpreted   against  the  Department. 

As  the  case  could  not  be  concluded  in 
the  one  day  allotted,  it  was  adjourned 
until  April  7. 


Post  Scripts

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VAT  records 

I  hope  you  will  grant  me  the  privilege 
of  your  columns  to  comment  on  a  few 
matters  of  pharmaceutical  policies  which 
have  appeared  in  your  journal  in  recent 

weeks. 

1.  Mr  Lewis  Priest  has  stated  that  he 
spends  about  20  hours  a  week  doing  his 
VAT  records.  Come  now  Mr  Priest, 
you  do  the  profession  very  little  justice 
with  statements  of  this  kind.  If  an  offi- 
cial of  the  DHSS  or  C&E  were  to  read 
this  (and  I  am  sure  some  of  them  have 
done)  what  else  can  they  think  about 
a  profession  that  Mr  Priest  represents? 
Over  any  particular  month,  I  spend 
probably  about  5  or  6  hours  on  my 
records  including  the  VAT  return  and 
from  the  pharmacists  I  have  spoken 
with,  my  case  would  appear  more  typical. 

2.  Mr  White  of  Bromley  says  he  does 
not  believe  in  cut  prices.  What  Mr  White 
is  actually  saying  is  "I  want  to  make  as 
much  profit  as  I  possibly  can,  why 
should  I  give  any  of  it  away  to  my 
customers?".  We  all  are  in  business  to 
make  profit,  but  be  fair  Mr  White,  be 
fair! 

Political  party  link 

3.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  campaign  to 
try  and  stop  any  new  rates  of  VAT 
have  been  linked  with  other  issues  being 
brought  in  by  the  present  government, 
wealth  tax,  capital  gains,  death  duties, 
etc.  Why  could  not  the  VAT  campaign 
have  been  treated  on  its  own  merits  with 
only  the  petitions  of  protest  against  this 
horrible  imposition  on  us.  Instead,  we 
have  the  secretary  of  the  NPU  marching 
to  Downing  Street  with  Opposition 
leaders  with  their  protests  about  these 
other  taxes.  Why  should  the  NPU  iden- 
tify itself  with  any  one  particular  political 
party.  Make  no  mistake,  this  is  what 
they  have  done  and  I  am  sure  there 
must  be  many  pharmacists  like  myself 
who  refuse  to  identify  with  the  Tories. 

4.  My  final  point  is  linked  with  the 
last  item.  We  bemoan  the  fact  that  so 
many  pharmacies  are  closing  down  each 
year,  but  I  well  remember  the  time  many 
many  years  ago  when  the  suggestion 
was  made  for  a  planned  pharmaceutical 
service,  that  is  one  pharmacy  per  x 
thousand  population.  Those  of  us  who 
supported  this  idea  were  told  that  in  a 
free  society,  people  (pharmacists)  were 
entitled  to  do  as  they  pleased.  I  would 
point  out  that  if  the  NPU  are  going 
to  ally  themselves  with  the  Conservative 
Party,  then  perforce  they  must  believe 
in  the  free  enterprise  system,  every  man 
for  himself,  so  that  if  someone  leapfrogs, 
then  why  moan,  it  is  free  enterprise  is 
it  not? 

One  last  comment  on  these  closures, 
is  it  not  also  a  fact  that  many  of  these 


pharmacies  which  have  closed  in  recent 
years,  should  never  have  been  opened 
in  the  first  place;  or  if  they  were  in 
existence,  many  should  have  been  closed 
by  the  Society's  inspectorate  because  of 
their  lack  of  facilities  etc?

I  am  flattered 
by  his  personal  comments,  but  can  I 
please  correct  one  impression  —  my 
transfer  to  Jersey  is  only  of  a  temporary 
nature. 

It  is  encouraging  to  those  concerned 
with  JBPA  to  find  a  sympathiser  who 
can,  in  the  published  word,  put  into  a 
nutshell  all  that  we  are  trying  to  achieve. 
To  paraphrase  Xrayser's  words,  it  is  our 
aim  to  provide  a  form  of  coherence 
among  all  employed  pharmacists,  whoever 
their  employer,  and  to  concern  ourselves 
with  the  professional,  rather  than  the 
commercial  aspects  of  pharmacy.  It  can- 
not now  be  denied  that  a  body  represen- 
ting the  interests  of  all  employee  phar- 
macists is  not  only  desirable  but  also 
necessary.  To  return  to  an  old  theme,  a 
general  practice  employee  pharmacist 
sub-group  within  the  existing  framework 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may  well 
serve  such  a  purpose. 

In  this  connection,  Mr  Owen's  sug- 
gestion of  a  working  party  to  study  com- 
munications within  the  Society  is  to  be 
endorsed.  Such  a  study  group  could  well 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  one  method 
of  improving  communications  is  to  stimu- 
late the  formation  of  a  general  practice 
employee  pharmacist  subgroup.  For  this 
reason  alone  Mr  Owen  deserves  our 
support  at  the  Council  election.

Please  may  I  be  allowed  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  Xrayser  for  his  reference 
to  employees  (C&D  February  22).  His 
comments  that  the  proportion  of  employed 
pharmacists  continues  to  grow,  and  that 
we  recognise  that  much  can  be  accom- 
plished by  employed  pharmacists  being 
active  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
branches,  are  particularly  relevant  at 
this  time. 

I  would  like  to  make  two  points. 
First,  in  my  opinion  it  is  a  duty  and 
a  reponsibility  of  all  pharmacists  to  be 
involved  in  the  local  branches  of  the 
Society.

Safety  packs 

One  hesitates  to  report  upon  one's  own 
work  before  it  is  completed  but  Dr  R. 
G.  Scherz's  statement  (last  week  p  297) 
that  he  "favours  press-and-turn  safety 
packaging  for  the  elderly  or  infirm  as  it 
is  the  easiest  for  them  to  use"  cannot 
be  left  without  comment. 

Since  early  January  I  have  been  using 
at  different  times  all  three  types  of 
safety  containers  which  are  about  to  be 
introduced  to  the  UK  market.  The  pub- 
lic response  has  been  most  encouraging 
but  with  all  three  there  have  been 
mechanical  problems  probably  owing  to 
the  pre-production  nature  of  the  batches 
of  closures.  Also  with  all  three  it  has 
been  necessary  to  demonstrate  the  action 
in  the  shop  to  each  and  every  customer 
both  because  of  their  unfamiliarity  and 
because  we  early  discovered  that  the 
instructions  on  the  cap  are  either  illegible 
or  incomprehensible  to  well  over  half 
of  all  patients.  This  has  had  the  com- 
pensation that  we  have  been  able  to 
assess  the  acceptability  of  the  different 
types  of  container  since  patients  have 
been  offered  the  option  of  standard  tablet 
bottles  and  every  care  taken  to  spare 
them  embarrassment  if  they  could  not 
master  the  "child-resistant"  containers. 

So  far,  out  of  about  400  Pop-loks 
dispensed,  three  patients  have  been  unable 
to  use  them,  or  say  one  patient  in  every 
100.  Out  of  about  300  Snap-safes  dis- 
pensed so  far,  four  patients  have  had 
to  refuse  them,  or  say  one  patient  in 
every  75.  By  contrast,  out  of  about  340 
Clik-loks  dispensed,  17  patients  have 
proved  unable  to  master  them  in  the 
shop,  or  say  one  patient  in  20.  In  addit- 
ion, the  wife  of  one  postgraduate  student, 
and  also  our  local  doctor's  receptionist, 
had  to  await  the  return  of  their  husbands 
from  work  to  open  the  bottles  since 
these  two  young  ladies  found  it  impossible 
once  they  arrived  home. 

Tablets  transferred 

Returned  containers  of  all  three  types 
appear  to  be  showing  a  high  incidence 
of  patients  transferring  tablets  to  other 
bottles  and  some  mechanical  problems 
have  appeared,  although  the  latter  are 
almost  certainly  because  of  the  pre- 
production  nature  of  the  containers  we 
have  used.  A  full  report  on  this  trial 
will  be  published  later,  the  information 
which  I  have  been  able  to  give  here 
should  only  be  taken  as  being  indicative 
of  trend.

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Medicines  Act  covers 
'practically  all'  EEC  draft 

"Practically  all"  of  the  requirements  of  a 
recent  EEC  draft  directive  on  proprietary 
medicines  are  already  satisfied  by  existing 
arrangements  under  the  Medicines  Act, 
and  no  decisions  have  yet  been  made 
regarding  the  rest,  Dr  David  Owen, 
Minister  of  State,  Department  of  Health, 
stated  last  week. 

Answering  a  written  Commons  question 
from  Mr  Nigel  Spearing,  Dr  Owen  said 
that  on  February  11  the  EEC  Council 
of  Ministers  approved  in  principle  a  draft 
directive  "relating  to  the  approximation 
of  legal  and  administrative  requirements 
relating  to  the  marketing  of  proprietary 
medicinal  products",  which  also  contained 
provisions  relating  to  manufacture.  "These 
require  the  holding  of  a  manufacturer's 
authorisation  and  the  observance  of  mini- 
mum conditions  designed  to  safeguard, 
h  the  interests  of  public  health,  the 
quality  of  the  proprietary  medicinal  pro- 
ducts that  are  authorised  to  be  on  the 
markets  of  the  countries  concerned." 

Call  to  increase  charges 
with  inflation 

Mr  Ian  Gow  asked  the  Secretary  of  Slate 
for  Social  Services  in  oral  question  time 
in  the  Commons  last  week  about  NHS 
charges.  He  asked:  "Does  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  recall  that  the  present  basic 
prescription  charge  was  fixed  in  April 
1971  at  £0-20?  Does  she  realise  that  in 
real  terms  that  charge  would  have  to  be 
fixed  at  £0-30  today  to  match  the  1971 
figure?  Does  she  realise  that  as  we  will 
be  short  of  money  for  the  health  service, 
every  possible  avenue  for  money  for  the 
social  services  needs  to  be  examined?" 
Mrs  Castle  replied  that  she  was  in  no 
position  to  contest  Mr  Gow's  figures,  and 
that  he  was  "merely  proving  that  we  are 
standing  by  our  policy  to  phase  prescrip- 
tion charges  out  of  the  National  Health 
Service".  Mrs  Castle  added  that  she 
"simply  disagrees"  with  Mr  Gow  on 
policy. 

Barbiturate  prescribing: 
no  new  control 

In  the  year  ended  June  30,  1974, 
8,348,900  prescriptions  for  barbiturates 
were  dispensed  in  England  at  an  estima- 
ted cost  to  the  NHS  of  £3,177,200,  said 
Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  for  Health,  in 
a  written  answer  last  week.  He  said  the 
Advisory  Council  on  the  Misuse  of 
Drugs,  formed  in  1972,  had  decided, 
following  a  report  by  their  barbiturates 
working  group,  that  immediate  statutory 
controls  were  not  desirable  but  there 
was  a  need  to  persuade  doctors  and  the 
public  that  a  considerable  reduction  in 
barbiturate  prescribing  was  necessary. 
"Subsequently  the  professions  formed  an 
independent  group  of  practitioners  to 
mount  a  campaign,  financed  by  the 
Government,  to  help  prescribers  reduce 
barbiturate  prescribing,  and  arrangements 
are  proceeding  accordingly."

BUYERS  INACTIVE 

London,  March  5:  Buyers  showed  little 
interest  in  all  sectors  of  the  market.  A 
few  commodities  in  crude  drugs  dis- 
played an  easier  tendency  but  as  the 
majority  remain  in  tight  supply  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  a  break  in  prices 
such  as  seen  lately  in  essential  oils 
until  at  least  the  autumn.  Cape  aloes, 
Peru  and  tolu  balsams  and  buchu  were 
slightly  easier.  Any  parcels  of  chillies 
on  the  spot  were  in  firm  hands.  A  dock 
strike  in  Lagos  has  prevented  shipments 
of  the  Nigerian  variety. 

Lower  in  essential  oils  were  bois  de 
rose,  citronella  and  petitgrain.  Brazilian 
peppermint  firmed  up  a  little  and 
lemongrass  was  dearer  by  £0-50kg.
